HIGHLY FAVORABLE CIRCUMSTANCES.

Denver, Col., Jaly 29.—The eclipse was a 
grand success. An unusually long spell of 
cloudy weather, with rain in the middle of the 
afternoons, caused much fear of a failure, but 
Saturday gave signs of clear weather. Sunday 
morning was fair, but there was heavy bail in 
the afternoon. Monday was glorious, with 
scarcely a cloud all day, and all were agreeably 
disappointed. The eclipse was witnessed by 
large crowds, and blue glass found another use 
than that of curing disease. Some parties had 
left Denver previously 

IN PEAR OF BAD WEATHER, 
but the mountain stations were nociearer. Some 
ofthem seemed from Denver to rest under 
lizht clouds. 

The Chicago Astronomical Society party ob- 
served from Capitol Hill im Denver, command- 
ing a magnificent view of the mountains to the 
northwest. 

The first contact was at 2h. 19m. 80,8. local 
time. The second at 3h. 29m. 34s. The dura- 
tion of the totality was 2m. 40%%s., being 34<s. 
less than the computed time. The last contact 
was at Ch. 35m., which shows that the moon’s 
path 
was FURTHER SOUTH 
than calculated, or her diameter was estimated 
too large. 

We looked vainly for Vulcan, but there was 
too much light to seea small object so far 
away. 

Prof. Thomas saw the line numbered 1,474 in 
the spectrum of the corona, but no new lines. 
The corona was much smaller than usual, and 
measured an average of 26 minutes of arc from 
the moon, or 700,000 miles high. It was very

ALMOST WHITE. 

The corona was strongly striped in spiral rays 
thirty degrees from the direction of the radius. It 
flared most markedly in direction of the ecliptic. 
Prof. Hough saw tlie chromosphere extending 
some 3,000 miles from the sun’s normal sur- 
face. Tuere were very few protuberances, and 
they were very tale. Twoou the western side 
of the sun were the largest.

Richelieu Costa- 
floraz was taken to the cemetery, where the 
body had deen buried and had this 
morning been exhumed, that he might sce 
it. There is no doubt Matheson came 
to his death by baving been beaten on the skull 
with an ax. He bad six wounds, four of which 
were done with the sharp edge and two with 
the head of the instrument. Any one of the 
wounds would have been enough to kill the 
poor victim. 


INDIANS. 
A Murderous Gang Panished—An Old Of- 
fender Assassinated. 

Hutten, Mont., July 2.—Lieut. Wallace 
overtook and fought the Indians who commit- 
ted the recent murders at the mouth of Bear 
and Rock Creeks, on the north fork of the 
Clear Water, on sunday; the Ast, killing 
six and wounding others. Among the killed 
was Tabalor, their Chief. Twenty-n‘ne head of 
their stock were also killed, and thirty-one 
were captured. The Indians consisted of seven- 
teen bucks and two squaws. Lieut. Wallace's 
party numbered thirteen. soldiers and two citi- 
zens, There were no casualties on our side, ex- 
cept the wounding of a few horses. The fight 
lasted two hours. 

Wasareron, D. C., July 29.—The Indian 
Agent at Lemhi, Idaho, writes the Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs announcing the murder 
by two or more Indians belonging to the Lemhi 
Agency of Bannock John, ap old Indian well 
known in that section as a desperado. It 
appears that Bannock John mur- 
dered a white man a few days since 
on Camas Prairie, and the Indians feared 
retaliation on the part of the whites. Thenews 
reached one of the Indian camps that ten of 
their number were murdered by the whites in 
Round Valley while buuting. After nearing of 
this slaughter, the blame was laid on Bannock 
John. and a few of the Indians formed a con- 
spiracy for his assassination, which was success 
fully carried out.

Elections Which Are to Be Held During 
the Month of August.

CLEVELAND, O., July 29.—The campaign may 
be said to be well opened in this State, and, 
from present indications, ™ will be lively. 80 
far as may be done ju a short letter, I will sum 
up the situation. There are, of course, two ele- 
ments in the contest, both important. The first 
is national, the other State. Into both these 
contests the Democrats enter with high hopes 
and confident of success. First, they have fhe 
prestige of their unprecedented victory last fall, 
and the advantage of this year’s preparation 
and setting up of the pins for the preseut. In 
anticipation of the Congressional election, they 
have gerrymandered the State compictely in 
their favor, and ‘by the placing of counties 
which never belonged together into certain 
uncouth combinetions, have managed, if 
their plans all turn out as well as anticipated, 
to change the aspect of the State in the United 
States Congress from strongly Republican to 
almost completely Democratic. But this, of 
itself, will work against them. People are be- 
ginning to see the entirely 

PARTISAN NATURE OF THE PROCESBDING, 
and accordingly desegrate it and the party that 
brought it about. 

In the State contest the Democrats depend 
upon about the same methods and plans as 
were followed last year, and hope for a com- 
parative defection upon the Republican side to 
insure Victor, 

Bat in thia they are reckoning far from the 
mark, Ou several accounts there will be no 
such defection as last year. I have, within the 
past few weeks, taken in the most of the entire 
northern portion of the State, and have made 
aareiul observations, talking with a very large 
number of people in various activities of life. 
I will give 

‘SOME ILLUSTRATIONS. 
Mr. Lee, of the well-kkown firm of Birkey & 
Lee, of Newark, dealers in coal and pig-iron, 
from the Hocking Valley, a gentleman of wide 
experience and close observation, and who has 
been for years engaged in opening up this im- 
portant valley, said: 

1 myself refused to vote for West after reading 
that Commanistic speech last fall in Cleveland the 
evening after the convention, but this year I shal!

the impressions of a large number of prominent 
Republicans with whom 1 have taiked. The 
farmers are tuvariably wide-awake, and deter- 
mined to turn out en masse to the polls this 
time. 

Being in Elvria—200 miles away from Newark 
—a few days later, met there the Hon. 8. 8. 
Warner, ex-State Treasurer and a prominent 
candidate for nomination for Governor on the 
Republican ticket last fall. He is a member of 
the firm of How & er, of Wellington. the 
largest cheese deale in the world. He has 
had an unusually good opportunity to orm an 
opinion in regard to the feeling of the farming 
population, and confirms the expressions of Mr, 
lek He thinks there is a fighting pros- 
pect of victory at the election. He said: 

It would seem to me that we have more to fear 

from the Greenback movement than anything else. 
There are a good many converts being made, and, 
eo far as Jean jodge, they are mostly from the 
Republicans. Tobe sure there are some Demo- 
crate who profess to be converts to the idea, out 
when election shall come around it will be seen 
that they will, almost toa man, adhere to the old 
party and vote the straight ticket. That is accord- 
ing to the history of the party,—’** once a Demo- 
crat, always a Democrat.” The trouble we have 
to fear is not so much from the farmers, for they 
are very little imbued with the soft-money lunacy; 
but the foating population, the mechanics, etc., 
are anxious to find something new. and make a 
venture, and 60 goin.

THE NATIONALIST OR GREENBACK MOVEMENT 
is confined almost exctusively to the old and re- 
spectable north part of the State. Last year it 
developed cousiderable strength in the Toledo 
District, and actually elected some of the minor 
candidates upon the ticket. 

I have gomewhat carefully observed the 
growth of this idea from its beginning here. 
Robert Schilling, a German mechame, came 
from St. Louis and gau to promulgate the 
wild doctrines of inflation, although nearly 
everybody laughed at him. In one precarious 
way and another Schilling continued to exist, 
wholly absorbed in his scheme, and ready at 
apy moment, when occasion offered, to

showing how he, who could not accumulate

Dur- 
ing the strike last summer Schilling rather 
kept aloof, but something like a year ago he be- 
gan traveling over the State, lecturing on the 
subject of money and urging the workingmen 
to organize and clean out the bloated bond- 
holders. He has told what was intended and ex- 
pected by himself and colaborers, but there is 
little doubt but the reguit has surpassed his ex- 
pectations. He now edits a small weekty sheet 
here devoted to the interests of the party, and 
may be said to be its leader in the State. That 
this party is

and one that cannot be ignored in summing up 
the chances of success, there can be no doubt. 
On this account the Democrats are doing all 
possible to unite with them, and thus insure 
victory. 

ine opening speech of the campaign, which 
was made by the Hon, James Monroe, M. C., at 
Elyria, on Saturday, althougi somewhat infor- 
mal, took in the situation exactly.

a general unsteadinesg in values. This they did. 
first, by an attempt to repeal the Specic- 
Resumption act, after a point has deen 
reached when the paper dollar is 
almost on an equality with gold. They would 
also provide for the receiving of greénbacks for 
customs dues, thus depriving the Secretary of 
the Treasury of the gold necessary for re- 
sumption. Then they proposed to increase tne 
bulk of the circulating greenbacks and reissue 
fractional currency, and

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ELECTIONS IN AUGUST. 

THREE STATES ONLY HOLD BLECTIONS 
in the incoming month,—Alabama, Keutucky. 
and North Carolina. On the lst. of August 
North Carolina elects a Chief Justice and two 
Associate Justices of the Supreme t, three 
Judges of the Superior Court, 80 rs Of the 
Jucicial Districts, members of the General As- 
sembly ; Registers, Surveyers, Coroners, sheriffs, 
and Treasurers in the counties, and Constables 
in the towns. The Democratic State ticket will 
be unopposed, It is as follows; | 

Chief Justice -W. N. H. Smith. | 

Associate Justices— Thomas 8. Ashe, John H. 
Dillard, 

No platform was adopted. Mr. Smith is at 
present Chiet Justice, having been appointed on 
the death of the late Chief-Justice Pearson, who 
sat upon the bench ef North Carolina for forty- 
one successive years. 

The Republican State Committee declined to 
call a Convention in an address in which it was 
declared that the success of the Democrats in 
1876 was the culmination of u series of unpar- 
alleled frauds, that North Carolina was Repub- 
lican on a fair ballot, and that the Republican 
party was as vigorous and hopeful now as it 
was two years ago. The Judicial nominations 
were not opposed, because Messrs. Smith, Asbe, 
and Diilard represent the triumph of the mod- 
erate wing over the proscriptive element of the 
party in power, but Republicans were recom- 
mended to oppose partisan Democratic nomina- 
tions for Solicitors and Judges, aud to support 
candidates for the Legislature who were pledged 
to restore to the people the privilege of electing 
Justices of the Peace and to advocate other 
measures Of evidentiy needed reform and ap- 
parent justice. 

There was said tobe some conflict as to the 
election of Congressmen between the Federal 
and State laws, but Sec. 49 of the Election law, 
providing that the election #hfll be held at 
the same time and places as are prescribed’ for 
holding elections for members of the General 
Assembly, on the Tuesday next after the first 
Munday in November, immediately preceding the 
termination uf each Congress, seems to cover 
the case. Representatives will be elected in 
November, in which month hereafter (after 
1880) the State elections will take plate. 

According to Republican opinions; the new 
Election law was framed to prevent a full 
registration and a fair vote, bei pes ed to de- 
prive the negroes of the right of suffrage. In 
Raleigh, for instance, on the first y of 
registration every negro voter was challenged, 
and other precautions are said to have been 
taken to prevent the Republicans from secur- 
ing any adequate representation in the Legisia- 
ture, which now contains 120 Democgats and 
forty-six Republicans. 

The new Legislature will elect a United 
States Sevator in the steadof Au s 8. Mer- 
rimon (Dem.) for the term ending March 4, 
1835. 


KENTUCKY. 

On Monday next, Aug. 5, Kentucky elects 
county officers, Sheriffs, County Judges, Clerks, 
Magistrates, and Constables, but no State offi- 
cer is to be voted for, nor does any constitu- 
tional amendment or any other Stato question 
come betore the peovle. A Judge will de 
elected to the Court of Appeals if the Fourth 
District for a term ef two years. om II. 
Hines, of Warrea County, Democrat, is the only 
candidate iu tae field.

The Democratic platform declares that the 
Democratic and Conservative party is the only 
party of the Constitution, and that sp its pa- 
triotism and uncessſug efforts is due to the 
defeat of the Radtral leaders in their wicked 
designs to involve the two races ia ceaseless 
collision; charges the national distress upon 
the ** profligate expenditures, fraudulent prac- 
tices, and class legislation” of the Republican 
party; congratulates the people of the State on 
the liberty and security which prevail in ite 
borders, and, while renewiug the blede of jiro- 
tection to the negroes, declares that these great 
results have been achieved and can alone be 
maintained by the union of the great governing 
race,—the white people; eulugizes the Admipis- 
tration of Gov. Houston, and, declaring that it 
is the purpose of the party to preserve iuviolate 
the obligation of the State to its pdople and 
bona fide creditors, congratulates the taxpavers 
on the prospect of being able to reduce the rate 
of taxation without impairing the credit of 
Alabama. , 

On the 8th of June the Republicans issued a 
call for a State Convention, to assemble on the 
4th of July. declaring that they had intended to 
take no political action this year, but were com- 
pelled to enter the field through such evidences 
of Democratic intolerance as the choking-off of 
A. H. Stephens and the practical exclusion from 
the State Convention of colored delegates. 
When the Convention assembled it declared it 
inexpedient to make any nominations. The ad- 
dress hoids that with a fair election and just 
count Republican candidates would be elected, 
but that it was hopeless to go to the polis, at 
least at the August election, where none of the 
safeguards cast around the voter at Federal 
elections exist. The platform of the Conven- 
tion insists on maintaining the amendments; 
sympathizes with the President's purposes 
in bis efforts to remove all supposed 
causes of irritation, but regrets that they were 
not successful: denounces the Potter investiga- 
tion: opposes further agitation of the financial 
question; favors Government aid to the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad; and arraigns the Demo- 
cratic party for local extravagance, vidlation of 
the principles of free Government, fauure to 
foster the [ree schools, etc., etc. 

The Legislature to be elected next week will 
choose a successor to George E. Spencer, Re- 
publican, in the United States Senate, ior the 
term ending March 4, 1885. In the present 
Legislature there are 113 Democrats and twenty

Au examination of the map of the United 


States wili show you Chicago abont 42 and 
Omaha 41, and Nebraska lying between the 40th 
and the Mud parallels of north latitude. The 
39th parallel has been the central line of the 
wealth and inteMigence of this country from its 
earliest history. Commencing at Philadelphia. 
it has steadily spread west on the same ine; 
and by the census of 1870 we find that om eitber 
side of this line, embracing only one-fourth of 
the area of this country, called the great centra! 
belt, is contained two-thirds of the laton, 
four-fifths of the real and personal property, 
three-fourths of the schoo four-fifths of 
the churches, and nearly all oi the great com- 
mercial cities.

There is no 
question but that something should be done to 
improve their condition; but can it be done by 
inflaming ‘their minds against their employers, 


aud antagonizing capital and labor! It seems to 


me that should he in every city aid the wor - 
men to form colonies and settle on the lan 
in the Far West, and thus provide homes for 
some and relieve the (abor markets ot its surplus, 
he would accomplish more than he possibly can 
by arraving them as now against the money 
class. In ali of our large cities there are 
Unions, Brotherhoods, and societies. These or- 
ganizations are supported by the assessment of 
their members, and much money is often spent 
without giving any rmapent relief to those 
who need it. Now ft, instead of hiring halls, 
engaging speakers, printing cirenlars, marching 
iu procession, etc., the efforts of the societies 
should be directed to colonization, how much 
more good would ultimately be accomplished. 
Let me illustrate the situation. A common 
laborer is paid $1 per day; he is lucky if he ob- 
tains work 250 daysin the year, which would 
give him $250 with which to support his family. 
He pays $72 per annum ior Wut; it will cost 
him $50 per year for clothes (a low estimate for 
an average family), $86 for fuel and light, 
making $158, leaving him less than $2 per week 
with which to buy provisions. Should he or 
his family get sick, his condition is pitiabie. 
Now suppose that family were located on 160 
acres in this State, divided as follows, eighty 
acres in wheat: 
20 bushels to the acre, at 40 cents per bushel,

40 acres in corn, 50 bushels to the acre, at 20

other vegetables,—possibly a few hogs and 
chickens, worth about $100 more,—making in 
all $1,300. Deduct not more than $300 for the 
expense of one man part of the year, for seed, 
and harvesting, and it leaves 81.000 Certainly 
he and his family can live on 6500, leaving him 
a net profit of $500 with which to purchase 
stock, agricultural implements, etc., or to apply 
on the payment of his land. The above is not 
an cxaggeration, for I have seen letters from 
parties who bave settled in this Stace and have 
done even better. 

If some ot our rich and charitable gentiemen 
desired to lay up for themselves. treasures in 
Heaven, they can do so in no better way than to 
aid some of the industrious poor w get a start 
in this State.

A MINOR LIBELS A VESSEL FOR WAGES. 

Judge Blodgett yesterday decided a few un- 
important admiralty cases. The first was that 
of F. F. Fleming vs. The Schooner J. P. De 
Condres,a libel by a minor to recover the 
amount of bis wages as cook on a vessel of 
which his father was Master. The contract also 
had been made by the boy with his father. The 
defense was that a minor acting in such @ capac- 
ity, and making a contract with his father, 
could not sue for his wages, and also that 
& father could not make such a contract 
with his son, and give him a man’s wages when 
be could have employed the boy at boy’s wages.

Veterinary Hygiene: XLVIII. Atmospheric 
Air Vitiated with Decomposition. Products 
_ Mephitic Gases—Effect upon Animal 

rE i Ing iries. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 

Cuicaco, July 27.—Mephitic gases, such as 
carbureted, sulphureted, and phosphureted 
hydrogen, carbonic acid, and ammonia, and 
other organic products of decomposition, minute 
microscopic organizations, etc., arise, aud 
vitiate the atmospheric air wherever organic 
substances are putrefying or decomposing. As 
to their offeusiveness, and injuriousoess upon 
an animal organism, it makes some difference 
whether the rotting or decomposing substances 
belong to the vegetable or to the animal world; 
whether the decomposition is taking place iu 
the air, in the ground, or in tM water; and, if 
in the latter, whether the water is fresh or salt. 
Thesa differences as to the effect upon an anima! 
organism depend uadoubtediy upon qualitative 
differences of the mephitic decom>osition- 
products, which are, and must be, existing, but 
have not yet been sufliciently ascertained. 

A decomposition or butrefaction of organic 
substances requires the presence: first, of an 
orgahic substance; secondly, of moisture or 
water; thirdly, of air; and fourthly, of warmth. 
The process itself takes place in the organic sub- 
stances, and is either a simple decay or de- 
composition, a fermentation, or a putrefaction. 
Frequently all three processes are more or less 
combined. Usually a certain degree of de- 
composition is taking place also in tne imme- 
diate surroundings, such as water, moist earth, 
etc.; aud in those. substances, tov, some 
changes will be effected. Without moisture, 
contained either in the organic substance or in 
its immediate surroundings, a putrid decom- 
position or putreiaccion cannot take place; but 
the quantity tof water must not exceed cer.am 
limits. If tie organic substances are pertectly 
covered with water, the latter prevents a gen- 
eration of noxious and offensive putrefaction- 

oducts, by excluding the atmospheric air. 
for instance, mephitic gases do not emanate 
from swamos and bogs, if the latter are ber- 

— — or covered with water; but 

will produced ifthe water is stagnant, and 

does not debar the atmuspheric air frum coming 
in contact with the mist organic substances. As 

u of the water, too, is decomposed, the 

quality of the latter is of some importance. Tue 

effluvia proceeding from putrefying or rotting 
organic substauces are more dangerous if the 
water or moisture required consists, partly or 
wholly, of salt water (from the ocean), than 
they will be if the water is iresh. Swamos and 
bogs become dangerous, as faras a production of 
noxious gases and microscopic organic growth is 
concerned, only when the same commence to 
dry, or cease to be coverei with water,—in 
other words, when the miry soil, rich iu organic 
substances, becomes exposed to the influence of 
the atmospheric air. in inundated ground, or 
low and swampy places, a decomposition, aud 
consequent production of dangerous effluvia, 
will not take place before a sufficient quantity 
of water has flown off, or evaporated, to leave 
the ground but partially covered, or before the 
mundation bas been reduced to small pools of 
stagnant water. The eilluvia and products of 
decomposition emanating from swamps, and 
low grouad sudject to inundation, are the more 
dangerous to an animal the greater the amount 
of organic substances and the imparer the 
water. Low countries at the mouths of 
rivers, subject to. inundations with 
both salt and fresh water, constitute, 
therefore, the most unhealthy localities. The 
organic substances must also be in contact with 
the atmospheric air. The latter must have ac- 
cvas, because it contains, and has to furnish, the 
germs and sporules of those microscopic fungi 
and organic bodies which ure necessary Lo every 
process of fermentation and putrefaction. Or- 

ganic substances, of course. can undergo a 

ean decay, if the atmospheric air is 
more or less exciluded,—by water, for instance; 
but fermentation, and real putrefaction, can set 
in only if air has access, and if those micro- 
scopic 8 les or germs are present. Their 
growth, develooment, and propagation inau- 
gurate and support the processes of fermenta- 
tion aud putreiaction. Ihe lite of one organic 
body :equires the destruction of another, and 
the destruction of organic substances causes 
the growth and development of other organt- 
zations. 

A loose or porous ground or soil, but espe- 
elally if rich in bumus or organic substances, 
is always more dangerous—thul is. is product- 
ive iu a much higher degree of noxious effiuvia 
than a ground or soll that 1s bard and solid, 
and affuras air and water but little access to its 
lower strata. So it bappens that diseases 
caused by noxious eflluvia and decom position- 
products make their appearance usually iu new 
countries, if large tracts of virgin soil are brok- 
en, loosened, and prepared for cultivation. In

Notwithstanding good feea, and 
otherwise good care, a turkey died lu ten, a 
raoit in A and a dog in tsenty-one days, 
aud presented before death the same symptoms, 
and after death the same morbid chanves, 
waich are observed if putrid substances are in- 
jected into the blood. _One dog, however, re- 
sisted, and did not show any morbid symptoms, 
even after some of the putrid substances had 
been injected into his veins. According to 
Magendie, that dog bad become accustomed! 
(acclimmat ized) to the injurious iufluence of the 


same overa sink-hole filled with excrements 
and gar „in such a way as to catch the aris- 
ing effluvia, and to compel them to vass through 
the cage. The dogs soon became very uneasy, 
and vomiting, diarrhrea, and feverish shivering 
made their appearance; and great debility, aud 
an unsteady gait, want of appetite, and emacia- 
ion comstituted the further consequenccs. 

Clemens cxperimentcd with swamp-water and 
swamp-alr, and found both poisonous, especially 
if the same developed a musty smell. Rigaud 
collected dew from a swamp or bog, and gave 
it to sheep. Tue latter died of so-calied “rot.” 
A great many more experiments and observa- 
tions have been made, but those just cited may 
be sufficicnt to illustrate the injurious effect of 
the products of putrefaction. 

It is, however, not so much the mephistic 
gases, as the organic products of putrefaction, 
that cause disease and death. Under circum- 
stances the bad effects are due exclusively to 
those organic products, or microscopic bodies, 
germs, and sporules, which owe tuner develop- 
ment to the process of decomposition. Besides 
that, it must be supposed that the putrefaction 
or decomposition-products of diiferent sub- 
stance, are different as to their specitic cual- 
ies, because their effects upon en animal 
organism, or the dlscuses produced by the de- 
composition-preducts of different decomposing 
bodies, are not the same, but vary considerably 
as to the seat and nature of the morbid process, 
general 8 etc. 

The mephitic gases, or hydrogen combina- 
tions, single or combined, are very offensive 
aud injurio utare not able to produce all 
those mor anges which are observed if an 
animal is compelled to inhale, or absorb into 
its system, the producis of putrefaction, as they 
emanate and rise from butretyiug and decom pos- 
ing organic substances; but the cew depos ted 
and collected in swamps possesses almost 
invariably fermenting and septic properties.

BRICKS FOR STREET-PAVING. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

BLOOMINGTON, III., July 27.—I wisi to bee a 
small space im your columns for a few remarks 
upon the most important question that pre- 
sents itself to each and every City Council, but 
especially to that of the Garden City. It is the 
question, What shall be done to improve the 
city thoroughfares? 

One might at tirst imagine that nature and 
art nave both been exhausted in the attempt to 
find something that will make at the same time 
a smooth and durable pavement. But such is 
not the case, tor nature abounds with clay 
mines, and the country is iull of men 
who understand the art of transforming 
clay into brick, and need I add that bricks alone 
will answer the knotty question. Bricks have 
becn thought of belore, but in most every in- 
stance they have been the object of only a pass- 
ing thought, or the subject has been leit to 
some one to invent some peculiar form of brick 
for the purpose. Most people cannot reconcile 
their miuds to the employment of a common 
brick for street-paving purposes. The idea is 
to them simply preposterous, or really poetical. 
Such is the chief reason why bricks are not 
used. People think they must have a peculiar 
brick; which experience teaches that, however 
couveulent or desirable, cannot be made and 
put down without great cost. 

Oar city has tried the experiment of 
streets with bricks on u blau suggested by Mr. 
N. B. Heafer. It consists simply in laying au 
edge on top of a flat course of common bricks, 
making a solid road-bed of about seven inches 
in deptu. It was tried here upwards ol three 
years ago, and the resulting pavement to-day is 
in almost a complete state of preservation. 
What would last here lor several years might 
not last in Chicago but a few months, but there 
can be no doubt since our exoeriments with 
both Nicolson and brick pavement that the 
latter will endure five-fold longer 
than the former. A great many 
brick are made in Chicago, and 
of the very best description, while her resources 
for making them are unlimited. If the plan I 
bave described were adopted and carried out in 
the Garden City, there would unquestionably 
be a Teady supply of first-class hard brick (uot 
necessarily smooth) for the purpose. if the 
experiment has not yet been trie in Chicago, 
would it not at least be worth trying! Remem- 
ber there is no patent on the above-described 
plan, but is as free as the air. But what is most 
important of all is the fact that, in the matter 
of first cost. it is about as cheap as Nicolson, 
and will endure many times as long. Yours re- 
spectfully, BRIQUE.

An Interview with the Hon. Henry Smith 
A National Banker on the Greenback

In the little State of Massachusetts, contain- 
ing barely one-seventh of the area of Illinois, 
there were in 1870, according to the census, 
35,601 farms of the general average of 103 
acres each. There were less than 43 farms 
in the State exceeding 500 acres, and these 
were mostly bad or mountain land of lit 
tle value. Connecticut, with 4,674 square 
miles, or one-twelfth that of Illinois, pos- 
sessed 25,505 farms, of a general average of 
98 acres, and only 27 exceeded 500 acres. 
Rhode Island, which is about the size of 
Cook County (1,300 square miles), had 
5,868 farms averaging 94 acres each, 
and only #10 exceeded 500 acres. 
New Hampshire, which is very mountainous, 
had 29,642 farms, averaging 116 acres each ; 
Vermont, which is nearly as rugged, had 
33,827 farms, of 134 acres ench; and Maine, 
which is less mountainons, had 59,804 farms, 
of 98 acres each, and had only 22 farms con- 
taining over 500 acres each. Thus we find 
that the New England States, whose ag- 
gregate area is only equal to Illinois, has 
nearly 200,000 farms, although much of 
the country is so barren, rocky, and moun- 
tainous as to be incapable of cultivation.

We have been told that the drayman Krar- 
NEY was the product of a peculiar condition 
of things in California. The Chinamen of the 
Pacific Coast have been blamed for his origin 
and growth. The theory has been that it 


Irish to Chinese cheap labor—an opposi- 
tion partaking of race hatred as well as labor 
competition—that could have developed such 
a compact organization of all classes and 
conditions of workingmen under the leader- 
ship of so uncouth and unscrupulous a loafer 
as Keanney. This may have been the case 
originally, for Kearney has neither the abil- 
ity nor the character to command the re- 
spect even of the most ignorant people.

land-pirates.” His subsequent advice to a 
delegation of workingmen from Lynn, who 
expect to give Bex Burize 3,000 votes, was 
as follows: “Never compromise! Get 
these thieving capitalists into a corral, and, 
when you've got em corraled, Gop damn 
'em, grind em!“ 

There is no opportunity for mistaking 
Kearneyism. It is too clearly and emphat- 
ically defined by Kearney bimself to admit 
of any misrepresentation. ‘*‘ To corral ” cap- 
italists and then to “ grind em, is pretty 
generally understood in the light of the- 
cesses that have heretofore been 
committed in the name of the work- 
‘mgmen. The rioting, burning, and plun- 
dering of last summer are samples 
of what is meant by corraling and 
“grinding” capitalists; or, rather, they 
were the preliminaries in this sort of busi- 
ness, for they hardly progressed to the reali- 
zation of Kearnezy’s full programmes. A 
genuine amelioration of the condition 
of the workingmen would embrace bet- 
ter pay for those who are now employed, 
and employment for those who are now idle. 
But the Kearneyites go further than this. 
They demand not merely employment for 
all, but better pay for less work,—an increase 
over the present compensation for ten hours’ 
work, and at the same time a reduction of 
two hours in the amount of labor. That is, 
they want more money for less’ production. 
No political victory will assure them any 
such results as these, simply for the reason 
that political power cannot control business 
and economic necessities. The manufacturer 
who is barely able to keep running now with 
a reduced. force, on short time and at the 
present rate of wages, will not be governed 
by any atatute compelling him to employ 
more men and pay them higher wages for 
less work. Such a course would be equiva- 
lent to running headlong, into bankruptcy.

HOW THE CURRENCY HAS BEEN “ CON- 
TRACTED.” 


The great burden of every fiat-demagogue 
speech in the Western States is that the 
country is ruined by the ‘‘ contraction of 
the currency,” and by that term is meant 
that the amougt of money in circulation 
available for the transaction of commerce has 
become so reduced that it is no longer possi- 
ble to do business, to hire labor, pay wages, or 
engage in production; that everything is 
brought to stagnation because there is not 
money enough to enable persons to deal with 
one another. 

So far from this being true, never in 
the history of the United States was 
there such a plethora of money; 
never so much unemployed money - 
iously waiting a means of investment; 
never so much money which can be used to 
employ labor if there were any profitable 
production to which labor might be applied. 
Conspicuous among the men who are now 
appealing to the people on the ground that 
the money in circulation in this country has 
been terribly contracted, and people brought 
to starvation because there is not qgirrency 
enough with which to transact business, 
is Dan Voornezs, of Indiana, who will 
roar daily in that State forthe next three 
months. It is well to understand the facts, 
because the facts of themselves refute the 
whole assertion of Voonmers, Cary, and 
other fiat-mo spouters. From an 
official · ˖ͤ at the Treas- 
ury Department we have the amount of paper 
money in circulation at the close of each 
fiscal year from April, 1860, to July, 1878. 
Down to about 1864, the bank-note circula- 
tion was that of State banks; after that date 
the amount of bank notes given in the 
table includes State and Nationa! Bank notes. 
The amount of greenbacks is given sepa- 
aretely, but under the head of total paper 
money is included all the bank paper, all the 
greenbacks, the one and two year interest 
notes of 1863, the compound-interest notes 
of 1863 and 1864, the old demand notes, and 
the fractional currency. We first invite at- 
tention to the ount of bank notes and 
legal-tender ou ding m each year. The 
following are the figures:

These tables show the whole history of the 
currency from 1860 down tothe present 
time. A large part of the paper currency, 
such as the one, two, and three year notes, 
and the compound-interest notes, were tem- 
porary in their character and were mere ex- 
pedients to meet pressing wants, and were 
really never intended to form part of the 
currency. In 1862 the total paper money was 
8333. 452.079, and was equivalent to $288,- 
769,500 in coin; two years later the papor 
had increased to $823,718,9384, but would 
then purchase only $322,649,246,—the in- 
crease of $500,000,000 in paper dollars hav- 
ing added only $34,000,000 to the value of 
whole sum of paper dollars. While the amount 
of paper dollars had been increased 150 per 
cent within the two years, the aggregate 
value of the increased sum of paper had been 
increased only 10 per cent. To add $500,- 
000,000 to the paper currency at this time, 
and have the same irredeemable in coin, 
would not add 1 per cent to the coin value of 
the aggregate increased issue of paper. 

In 1876 the outstanding paper money was 
$738,376,535, and had a coin value of 86860. 
846,999, while a year later, the fractional 
currency having been withdrawn, the amount 
of paper was less by $10,000,000, and the 

value of the reduced sum of paper money 
wos $500,000 greater than that of the whole 
one year before. So in 1878, while the 
amount of paper dollars is less by $10,000, - 
000 than in 1877. the value of the reduced 
amount is $23,000,000 greater than the 
larger amount of 1877. Never was the les-

THE PREDICTION OF A GENERAL STRIKE. 

Some days ago a New York newspaper 
revived the rumor of another general strike 
Aug. 15, based upon an alleged interview 
with somebody pretending to have special 
sources Of information. This has called ont 


an expression of opinion from a railroad- 


striker at Fort Wayne, which is an im- 
portant centre for railway employes of all 
kinds. This individual says that whenever 
an announcement of the date of a general 
strike is made, it may be set down as a lie, 
on the ground -that the date will be kept 
secret ; he predicts, however, that the strike 
will come, that it will be made by a graud 


union of all laboring men, and that it will 


embrace about three millions of strikers, 
which would necessitate a simultaneous 
strike of about all the men in the country 
outside of the farmers who earn their living 
by manual labor. The Fort Wayne praphet 
maintains that there will not be a car running 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific, that every 
factory will be cloged, that every mine will 
be deserted, and that the banks, the business 
houses, and the residences of the wealthy 
will not remain untouched. Kzargnery him- 
self could not conjure up a vision more de- 
lightful to his soul than this picture of idle 
revel and spoliation. 

Of course a universal and simultaneons up- 
rising of all the laboring men of the country 
is as Visionary as the wildest dream of Com- 
munism. It would be simply impossible to 
secure the secret agreement of all, or one- 
half, or one-hundredth part of all the work- 
ingmen of all trades and conditions to a gen- 
eral strike at a stipulated time. Anything 
like a general suspension of work on the rail- 
roads, such as that of last summer, would 
necessarily grow by degrees as it did 
then. There would be more of a 
warning than there was last summer, for the 
very reason that last summer’s experience 
has made State, municipal, and corporation 
authorities more alert than they ever 
were before. The . conservative classes 
are also better prepared than they ever 
were before to meet lawlessness and 
violence with prompt and vigorous 
measures for suppression. The attack on 
property and industry, if such an attack be 
made, will never be permitted to extend to 
the banks, the business houses, and the resi- 
dences. ‘The workingmen, as a class, will 
not again be so generally bulldozedand drawn 
into a melee by the comparatively small 
number of Communists and roughs as they 
were a yearago. The farmers will be more 
ready to respond to the alarm of dan- 
ger. There is not a trace of Com- 
munism among them all, and they 
largely outnumber the entire aggregation 
of workingmen in cities and towns, if all this 
vast army were enlisted in the cause of plun- 
der and destruction. The farmers have this 
season had an experience with tramps that 
will incline them to a quick and summary 
fashion of dealing with Communism. The 
owners of property in cities and the rail- 
roads can rely upon the active and vigorous 
assistance of the agricultural class, who are 
also property-owners, in resisting attacks on 
property, wherever they may be made, All 
these facts are known to the Communistic 
leaders, to the professional strikers, and to 
tue roughs, and they will be less inclined to 
counsel an outbreak this year on that ac- 
count. The country is in less danger from 
practical Communism to-day than it has been 
at any time within the past year, and at the 


same time better prepared to resist it and 


put it down. |

If the Princess puts on airs, 
he can administer family discipline without 
danger of interference from the Queen. In 
fact, he will no longer play second-fiddle in 
the Royal band, but lead a small orchestra of 
his own. He will no longer be at the mercy 
of lackeys and flunkeys, but will be the man 
of the house, and there is no doubt he 
possesses the qualifications to run the house 
in a manner td suit the Canucks.

Saxe-Meiningen, and Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, each

Reuss-Greiz, Schaumburg-Lippe, Bremen, and 
Lubeck.

The late Reichstag was dissolved for its re- 
fusal to pass the severe laws for the repression 
of Socialism, introduced after Hopa.’s attempt 
ou the Emperor’s life. It is claimed that these 
measures were brought down in earnest to ena- 
ble the Court party to take advantage of the 
popular alarm concerning the assassination to 
strengthen itself and retard Liberalism, though 
it has also been held that there was no hope on 
the part of the Government that the bills would 
Ue passed, and that Prince Bismarcx% wished to 
force a dissolution and strengthen himeelf in 
the new assembly, besides avenging himself up- 
on many of the National Liberals who had op- 
posed his tobacco-monopoly scheme, declined to 
sanction the proposed system of State railways, 
aud stood out stiflly against the military bud - 
get. There is probably some truth in both 
stories. 

The shipment of hard coal from New York to 
Italian ports is beginning to attract the atten- 
tion of the English papers.

Importent results are, according to a dispatch re - 
ceived at Washington from the United States Con- 
sul at Genoa, hkely to follow the recent effort to 
introduce American anthracite coal into the regions 
of Southern Europe where coal is not found. Two 
cargoes have been received at Genoa during the 
past quarter, and the experiment, which af first 
threatened failure, has proved a I suc- 
cess. When first put oa the market the highest 
did for the American coal was but 22 frances, or 
$4.25 per ton, an amount inenfficient to cover 
freightage from New York. On its becoming 
known, however, that the coal was well adapted 
for smelting purposes, the price at once advanced

consamed in the Mediterranean basin. For this 
trade American anthracite bide fair to become a 
successful competitor. Perhaps at some future 
day the Americans will be good enough to try the 
expermment of supplying the Britten householder 
with coal fit for domestic consumption at a reason- 
able cost. Our own coal-merchants have hardly 
sacceeded in the enterprise.

MIKE MADDEN. 


Shot Three Times by an Officer. 
If there is any virtue in leaden bullets killing 
off people, and it is gencrally understood that 
there is, then the North Division has finally got 


Wie of one of the most desperate and dangerous 


men it affords. Michael Madden, a coal-heaver, 
who has been engaged in stabbing and shooting 
affrays without number, was last evening shot 
three times while resisting Officer Owen Bowen, 
of the Chicago Avenue Station. Last Saturday 
nicht the saloon of William Baruth, on the cor- 
ner of Illinois and Wells streets, was entered 
by a gang of four or five, who, after raising 
some dispute, assaulted and . brutally 
beat the proprietor and his bartender. 
Both were cut in several places, and both 
were horribly bruised. The police were 
not long in ascertaining that the thrashing was 
intended for a saloon-keeper directly across the 
way from Baruth’s, and that the roughs bad 
been hired to do the job, but had made a mis- 
take in selecting the place. During yesterday 
warrants were procured for this notorious 
character, Madden, and his five, accomolices. 
At 10:30 last evening Officer Owen Bowen, 
in whose bands the warrants had been placed, 
came upon Madden atthe corner of Franklin 
and lllinois streets. The two stepped to a 
street-lamp, where the officer read his warrant, 
and placed his man under arrest. Madden said 
he did not like to remain in jail, and, with a 
view of procuring bonds, asked the officer to 
go with him to ex-Ald. Carney’s home, 
on the corner of Iinois and Market 
streets. This was agreed to, but Carney 
merely said, Folks that are continually get- 
ting into trouble must stand the consequences,” 
and refused to go his bail. They then went to 
Madden’s house, in an alley westof Market 
street and between IIiinois and Indiana streets, 
where Madden  uotificd his wife. He 
then said tliat if Officer Bowen would go with 
him to the saloon, and if he was identified, he 
would go with him, otherwise he would not. 
Officer Bowen again complied, and wept with 
the prisoner to the saloon, where he was post- 
tively identified as the leader of the gang by the 
bar-tender. Madden swore at him a great deal. 
At the corner of Ontario and Wells streets, 
while on his way to the station, Madden said 
he was not satisfied, and a few steps farther 
on said: “J—C—, 1 am not going 
with vou to be locked up for something which 
i did not do.” He seized the officer’s club, and 
began using it freely, and then grabbed fora 
brick. The officer got the best of him, but a 
little way further on, Madden picked up 
-gnotber brick and hit him with it. Brown 
then told him that if he did not come 
along peaceably be would shoot, but 
Madden only made amore terrific onslaught, 
and by grabbing the officer’s legs managed to 
upset him. Bowen then pulled his revolver and 
fired three times, and, as Dr. Cunningham 
says, with the following effect: Ove bullet 
entered the 8 aud — — = 
mastoid process of the tem ue;

The following is the text of the Berlin treaty, 
translated from the Freuch original publis 
in London, July 15: | 


THE TREATY OF BERLIN. 

Preambie—Liis Majesty the Emperorof Germany, 
bis Majesty the Emperor of Avustria-fiaugary, the 
Presidentof the French Kepubtic, her Majesty the 
Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland, Empress of india; his Majesty tne 
hing of ltaly, his Majesty the Emperor of Ali the 
Russias, his Majesty the Sultan of the Odtomans., 
desiring to settle, witha view to European order 
and conforably to the stipulations of the Treaty of 
Paris of March 30. 1856, the questions raised in 
the East by the events of late years anu by the war 
which has resulted in the Treaty of Sau Stefano, 
have been ananimously of opinion that the assem- 
bling of a Congrese wonld be the best means of 
facilitating a mutual understanding. ‘ro this end 
they named the Plienipotentiaries whose names are 
given below, and who, after having exchanged 
their powers, which were found in good and due 
form, have etipulated and agreed to the following 
articles:

Art 4.—An assembly of the notables of Bulgaria, 
convoked Tirnova, shall prepare before the 
election of the Prince the organic law of the Prin- 
cipality. im the localities where, besides Bal- 
garians, the population includes Turks, Kou- 
manians, Greeks, and others, accounts shall be 
taken of the rights and interests of these classes 
of the population in whatever relates to the elec- 
tions and the elaboration of the organic law. 

R&SPECT FOR BRELIGIOUS BELIEF. 

Art. 5.—The following arrangements shall form 
the oasis of the public law of Bulyaria: Distinc- 
tion of religious belief or confession shall not 
Operate against any One as a reason of exclusion or 
incapacity in what conterns the enjoyment of cfvil 
and political rights, admission te public enjoy- 
ment, functions or honors, or the exercise of dif- 
ferent professioas or industries. whatever the lo- 
cality may be. Liberty of openiz professing every 
creed shail be assured to all those underthe juris- 
diction of the Principality as well as to strangers, 
and no trammeis will be imposed on the hierarcnic- 
al organization of the different religions bodies or 
their relations with their spiritual chiefs, 

Art. 6.—The provisional organization of Bal- 
garia shall be directed, till the completion of the 
organic law. by an Imperial Russian Commissioner. 
An Imperial Turkish Commissioner, as well as 
Consuls delegated ad hoc by the signatory Powers 
of the present treaty, shall be appointed to assist 
him, in order to control the action ef this pro- 
visional administration. In the event of ditfer- 
ence among the Consuls appointed, the majority 
shall decide, and in the event of ditlerence between 
that majority and the Imperial Russian Commis- 
sioner or the Imperial Turkish Commissioner, the 
representatives of the signatory Powers at Con- 
stantinople assembled in conference saal! decide. 

Art. 7,—The Provisional Government cannot be 
proionged for more than nine months from the 
date of signature of the present treaty. When the 
organic law has been fully settied, tne election of 
the Prince of Bulgaria will immediately follow. 
As soon as the Prince is installed, the pew organi- 
zaticn will be put in force, and the Principality 
will enter into full possession of ite autonomy. 
COMMERCIAL RELATIONS AND TRIBUTE TO THE 

PORTE. 

Art .8.—The treaties of commerce and navigation, 
as well as all the conventions ana agreements con- 
cluded between foreign Powers and the Porte, and 
which are now in force, are maintained in the 
Principality of Bulgaria, and no change can be 
made in them with anv of the Powers until she 
has given ber consent thereto. No transit duty 
shall be levied in Bulgaria on merchandise passing 
through the Principality. The subjects and traders 
of all the Powcrs suall there be placed upon a foot- 
ing of perfect equality. The immanity and priv- 
ileges of fore subjects, with the rights of juris- 
diction and of Cousular protection, which have 
been established by the capitulattons and by cus- 
tom, will remain in full force as far as not modified 
vy consent of the parties interested. 

Art. 9.—The amount of the annual tribute to be 
paid by the Principality of Duigaria to the Suzerain 
Court, by deposit in a bank which the Sublime Porte 
will subsequently name, shall besettied by arfange- 
meut between the signatory Powers of the present 
treaty at the end of the first year’s working of the 
new organization. This tribute will be based upon 
the average revenue from the territory of the 
Principality. Bulgaria will have to bear a part of 
the public debt of the Empire. When the Powers 
have determined the amount of tribute, they will 
take into consideration what part of this debt shal! 
fall upon the Principality upon the basis of an 
equitable proportion. 


THE VARNA-BAILWAY AND THE TURKISH GARRI- 
SONS. 

Art. 10, —Bulgaria is substituted for the Imperial 
Ottoman Government in its duties and obligations 
toward e Rustchuk-Varna Railway Company 
from thé@lay of signature of the vresent treaty. 
Tne arrangement of the former accounts is left to 
an agreement between the Sublime Porte, the 
Government of the tise gy and railway com- 
pany. The principality of Bulgaria is in the same 
way substituted as party to the engagements which 
the Sublime Porte has contracted with Austria- 
Hungary as wellas with the company tor the 
working of the railways of Turkey in Europe, with 
respect to the completion, union, and working of 
the lines placed upon her territory. The necessary 
conventions for the arrangement of these questions 
will be concluded between Austria-Hungary. the 
Porte, Servia, and the Principalitv of Bulgaria im- 
mediately upon the conclusion of peace. 

Art. 11.—The Ottoman 2 shall na longer re- 
main in Bulgaria. Allthe former fortresses will 
be destroyed at the expense of the Principality 
within the space of one year, or sooner if it can 
be done. The local authorities shall take imwe- 
ciate steps for their destruction, and shall not 
erect new ones. The Sublime Porte will have the 
right to dispose, as it thinks fit, of the material of 
war and other objects belonging to the Ottoman 
Government which may have remained in a 
fortresses on the Danube already evacuated under 
the armistice of Jan. 31, as well as those which 
shall be found inthe strongholds of Shumla and 
Varna. 


RIGNT TO OWN LANDS IN BULGARIA. 

Art. 12.—Mussulman proprietors or others who 
may fix their domicile without the Principality 
may retain their lands init by leasihe them or 
allowing them to be administered by third parties. 
A Turko-Bulgarian Commission will be appointed 
to regulate within two years all matters relative to 
the manner of transfer, working, and use, on at- 
count of the Sublime Porte, of the State proper- 
ties and the religious foundations ( Vakou7), and 
the questions concerning private individuals who 
may be interested therein. The natural subjects 
of the Principality who are traveling or living in 
other parts of the Ottomaa Empire shall be under 
the authority and lawe of the Turks. 

EASTERN ROUMELIA UNDEFINED. 

Art. 13r—There is formed to the south of the 
Balkans & province which will take the name of 
Eastern Roumelia, and which shall remain under 
the direct military and political anthority of his 
Imperial Majesty the Saltan, subject to certain 
conditions of administrative autonomy. It shall 
bave a Christian Governor-General. 

Art. 14.—The limits of Eastern Ronmelia shall 
be——. (The rest of thie article is wanting.) 

Art. 15.—His Majesty the Sultan shall have the 
right to provide for the defense of the island and 
maritime frontiers of the province bv raising forti- 
fications on those frontiers and by keep troops 
there. Internal order hall be maintained in Kast 
ern Roumelia by a native gendarmerie, assisted by 
ailocal.militia. In the composition of these two 
corps, whose officers shall be named by the Sultan, 
account will be taken, according to locality, of the 
religion of the inhabitants. his Majesty the Sul- 
tan engages not to eniploy irregular troops, such 
as bashi-bazouks and Circassians, in the fronticr 
garrisons. The regular troops appointed for this 
service shall not in arly case be quartered upon the 
inhabitants, and when passing through the prov- 
ince they shail not make auy sojourn in it. 

Art. 16.—The Governor-General shall have the 
right to callin the aid of Turkish troops should 
the security of the province be menaced from with- 
out or from within. In that event the Sublime 
Porte shail be bound to intimate its detision and 
state the justifying necessities of the case to the 
representatives of the Powers at Constantinople. 
Art. 17.—The Governor-General of Eastern 
Roumeiia shall be appointed by the Sublime Porte 
with the assent of the Powers for a term of five 
years. 

FORMATION OF A SUROPEAN COMMISSION. 

Art. 18. —lumediately after the signature of the 
present treaty a European Commission shall be 
formed for the purpose of settling with the Otto- 
man Porte the organization of Eastern Roumelia. 
This Commission shall have to determine within

Art. 33.—The Provinces Of Bosnia and Herze- 
govina shal! be occupied and administered by Aus- 
tria-linngary. The Government of Austria-Hun- 
vary, not desiring to charge itself with the admin- 
istration of the Sandjak of Novi Bazar, whien ex- 
tends between Servia and Montenegro in & south- 
easterly direction to beyond Mitrovitza, the Turk- 
igh administration shall continue in force in that 
district. At the same time, in order to insure 
maintenance of the new political condition as well 
as freedom and security of communication, Aus- 
tria-Hungary reserves to nerseif the right to estan- 
lish garrisons and maintain mili aud commer- 
cial routes over the whole extent of t part of the 
ancivnt vilayet of Bosuia. 

THRICE HAPPY MONTENEGRO. 

Art. 21.—The independence of rr is 
recognized by the Sublime Porte and oy all the 
high contracting parties wao had not yet admit- 
tea it. 

Art. 25.—The high contracting parties agree to 
the following conditions: In Montenegro distinc- 
tion of religious belief of Confession shall not 
operate aguinst any one as a reason of exclusion or 
incapacity us far as concerns the enjoyment of 
civil and postal rights, admission to pubiic employ- 
ment, offices or honors, or the exercise of different 
professions or industries whatever the locality may 
be. Religious liberty and the open profession of 
every creed shall be assure to ail the natural sub- 
jects of Montenegro as well as to strangers, and no 
trammels shallbe imposed on the hierarchical organ- 
ization of the different religious bodies or their 
relations with their spiritual chiefs, 

HER NEW FRONTIER LINES. 

Art. 26.—The new fruntiers of Montenegro are 
fixed as follows: ‘The line leaving Linobedo to the 
north of Klobuk, on the T?reDisnica, descends to- 
ward Carevo, which remains to the Proviuce 
of Herzegovina; then ascends the course of 
this stream to 6 point. situate one  kilo- 
metre distance below the confluence of the latter 
with the Pelica; thence going straight to the 
heights bordering the Trebisnica, after that 
it strikes away toward Pilateva, leaving tais village 
to Montenegro; then it Continues by the high 
ground toward the north, keeping as near as possi- 
ble at a distance of six kilometres from the round 
counecting Bilek, Korito, and Gatchko, as far as 
the bill situated between the Somina Planina and 
Mount Curilo, from where it strikes to the east by 
way of Vratkoviten, leaviny this village to Herze- 
gevina, aot.) it reaches Mount Oriine. Leavi 
Kayno to Montenegro, advances straight by the 
north northeast. crossing the top of the Lebern- 
snik and the Nolujak, then descending by the 
shortest line to the Piva, which en crosses, and re- 
ascends the Tara, passing between Cerkovce and 
Medine. From this point it proceeds up and 
along the Tata to Rojkovac, whence it follows the 
crest of the lesser chain until it comes to Sisko- 
— and leaving this place it fol- 
owe the old frontier as far as the 
Village of Sekulare, whence the new border 
line strikes for the crest of the Mokra Planina. 
the Village of Mokara remm#ining to Montenegro. 
Then reacaing point 2. 100 on the Austrian staff 
map it proceeds along the incipal mountain 
chain and the watershed of the 
side, and the Drin and Cicona on the other. Then 
it follows the existing boundary line between the 
territory of the Kuedrekaiovici on the one hand 
and Kueka Karajnaon tue other, until it reaches 
the plain of Podgoritza, whence it strikes the 
Piaynica, leaving to Albania the Klementi, Grudi 
and Liog trives. Then the new frontier crosses the 
Jake nepr the islet of Gorica Topal, leaving which 
it follows the line of waterskea — 12 Magured 
and Kalimed, leaving Merkovich to Montenegro, 
and rejoining the Adriatic at Krue. In the north- 


woes the boundary will be the villages of Susana 


und Zubci, ending at the extreme southeast point 
of the existing Montenegrin frontier on the Vrsuta 
Kanina. 


THE ANTIVARI TRICK. 

Art. 27.—Antivari and i seavoard are annexed 
to Montenegro under tae following conditions: The 
districts situated to the south of Tais territory, ac- 
cording to the delimuitation above laid down, as far as 
the Boyana, Dulcigso iuc.uded, shall ve restored to 
Turkey. The Commune of Spizza, as far as the 
northern boundary jadicated in the detailed de- 
scription of the frontier, shall be incorporated with 
Daimatia. Montenegro wil nave free and entire 
liberty of navication on the Boyana. 
cations sball be Goasivicted on tae course of tots 
river with the exception of suchas are necessar 
for the local defense of Scutari, and these shall 
not extend beyond a distance of six kilometres 
from the town. Montenegro shall have no flag o: 
ship of war. The port of Antivari and all the Mon- 
tenegrin waters shall be closed tothe war ships of 
ali nations. The fortifications situated between the 
lake and the seashore on Montenegrin territory shall 
be razed, and no fresh ones can be erected within this 
zone. Maritime and sanitary police functions, both 
at Antivari and along tue Monienegrin coast, shali 
be exercised by Austria-Hungary by means of 
coasiguard lighters. Montenegro shall adopt the 
Maritime Code of Rules iu force in Dalmatia. On 
her part. again, Austria-Hungary engages to ex- 
tend her Consular protection to the merchant flag 
of Montenegro. It is left to Montenegro to come 
to an understanding with Austria-Hangary on the 
right to construct and maintain a road and railway 
across the new Montenegrin territory. Entire 
liberty of communication will be assured on the 
public ways. 


GUARANTEES TO MUSSULMAN PROPERTY-OWNERS. 

Art, 28.—Mussalmans of others possessing prop- 
erty in the territory annexed to Montenegro and 
who would rather take up their residence beyond 
the Principality, may retain their lands, either by 
letting them or allowing them to be managed by 
third parties. No one shall be bere/t of his landed 
property except for the public interest, on 
good and legal cause shown, and after pre- 
vious indemnification. A Turko-Montenegrin 
Commission snail be appointed to rerulate 
within three yepre all matters connected 
with the mode of transfer, management, 
or use on accouut of the Sablime Porte, of State 
property, religious foundations (Caro), as well 
as all questions relative to the interests of private 
persons thereby aifected. The Principality of 
Montenegro shall come to direct understanding 
with the Ottoman Porte as to the institution o! 
Montenegrin azenta at Constantinople and certain 
other places of tae Turkish Empire where tueir 
presence sball be deemed necessary. Montene- 
Prius traveling or dwellint in the Ottoman Em- 
pire shall be subject to Turkish authority and rule, 
in conformity witb the general principles of inter- 
national law and established usage affecting the 
Montcnegrins. 

MUST HELP PAY THE TURKISH DEBT. 

Art. 20.-—-The Moutenegrin troops, within a 
period of twenty days, or earlier if possible, from 
the date of signature of the present instrument, 
will have to evacuate the territory now ncid by 
them beyond the new limits of the Principality. 

Art. 20.—Montenegro wiil have to bear her share 
of the Turkish public debt proportionate to the 
new territory accorded to her by the Treaty of 
Peace, and the representatives of the Powers at 
Constantinopic willactermine the amount there- 
of. in concert with the Sublune Porte, on da equit- 
able basis. 


SERVIA DECLARED FREE. 

Art. 31.— Tue high contracting parties recognize 
the independence yf the Hrineipaiity of Servia, 
attaching to it the conditions set forthin tae fol- 
lowing articie: 

Art, 32.—In Servia distinction of religions belief 
and confeasion shall not Operate agaimstany one 
$3 a reason of exclusion or iucapacity ia what coa- 
cerns the eajoyment of civil and political rights, 
admission to public employment, offices or 
honora, or the exercise of different professions or 
industries, whatever the locality may be. Re- 
livious liberty, and the open profcssion of every 
creed shall be assured to all the natural subjects of 
Servia, as well as to strangers, and no trammels 
shall be impoved on the hierarchical organization 
or the various religious bodies or their relations 
with their spiritual chiefs. 

LIMITS TO BE FIXED BY THE COMMISSION. 

Art. i. — rue new frontiers of Servia are fixed as 
follows: (The restof this artiele is wanting.) 

Art, 34.—Till the conclusion of the new ar- 
rangements nothing shall be changed in Servia in 
the present state of the commercial relations of 
the Principality with foreign countries. No tran- 
sit duty shail ve levied On merchandise passing 
through Servia, Tbe immonities and privileges of 
foreign subjects aud also the lawe as lo consular 
jurisdiction and protection, as at present existing, 
hall remain in full force till modified by commen 
argument between the Principality and the Powers 
iuterested. 

Art. 35.—The Principality of Servia is substitat- 
ed as a party to the engagements which the sublime 
Porte has eontracted, both with Austria-Hungary 
aod with the railway companies of Kuropean Tur- 
key, as regards the completion, connection, and 
wurking ot the railways to be constructed on the 
territory newly acqtired by the Principality. The 
conventions necessary tor a settlement of taese 
questions shall be concladed immediately after 
slenature of the present treaty between Anstric- 
Hungary, the Po Servia, aud, within the limits 
of its competence, the Principality of Bulgaria. 

SERVIA ALSO SADDLED WITI THE DEBT. 

Art. 36, —Those Mussaimans who possess prop- 
erty in the territories annexed to Ser and who 
may wish to fix their residende outede the Princi- 
nality, shall be at liberty to 9— their immovable 
uroperty by leasing it, or intrusting it to the ad- 
ministration of third parties. A Tureo-Servian 
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perfect equality. 
BESSARABIA TO RUSSIA, 


THE ISLANDS AND FISHERIES. 

Art. 43. — The islands forming the Delta of the 
Danube, as well as the Island of Se ts, the 
Sandjak of fulcha. com districts 
(cazas) Of Killa. Sulina, Mabmoudie, Isaktcha, 
Tuiteha, Matchin, Babadagh. Hirsuva, Kustendje, 
Medjidie, ate united with Roumania. The Princi- 
pality receives in addition the territory situated 
to the south of the Dobrudja, as far as a line starting 
from a point to the east of Silistria and joming the 
Black Sea to the south of Mangalia. The line of 
frontier will be arranged on the spot by the 
European Commission instituted for the delimita- 
tion of Bu ia. 

Art. 44.—The question of the division of the 
waters and fisheries shall be submitted to the 
arbitration of the European Commission of the 
Danube. 

Art. 45.—No trauen duty shall be levied m 
ee on goods passing through tbe Princi- 

y. 
WHAT ROUMANIA GUABANTEBSS TO DO, 

Art. 46. -Couveutlons may be made by Roumania 
for the regulation of the privileges and powers of 
Consals in matters of protection in the Principait- 
ty. Acquired rights, however, shall remain in 
force so far as not modified by common agree- 
ment between the Principality and the parties in- 
terested. 

Art, 7. —Untſi the conclusion of a treaty regu- 
lating the privileges aad powers of Consuls, as 
between Turkey and Roumania, Roumanian eud- 
jects traveling or residing ia the Ottoman Empire 
and Ottoman subjects traveling or residing in 
Roumania shall enjoy the rights guaranteed the 
subjects of other European Powers. 

Art, 48. —Tue tribute of the Principality of Rou- 
mania shall be capitalized, aud the rate of this 
capitalization shall be fixed by the representatives 
of the Powers at Constantinople by arrangement 
with the Sublime Porte. 

Art. 49. In all that relates to the carrying out of 
public works and matters of a ke nature, Roa- 
mania will take upon her the rights and obligations 
of the Sublime Porte with regurd to all the ceded 
territory. 

TO BE REPRESENTED IN THE COMMISSION. 

Art. 50,—In order to extend the guarantees in- 
suring liberty of navigation on the Danube, which 
is recognized to be of European interest, the bigh 
contracting partics decide that all the fortresses 
and fortifications existing on the course of the river 
from the Iron Gates to its mouth shall be razed and 
no others constructed. No ship of war shail be 
permitted to navigate the Danube below the Iron 
Gates, except light vessels in the service of the 
river police and of the Custom-House officers. 
The guardshipe of tue ers, however, at the 
mouths of the Danube shall be permiited to ascend 
the mouta of the river as far as Galatz. 

Art. 51. — The European Commission of the Dan- 
ube, at the table of which Roumania shal! be rep- 
resented, is maintained in its functions and wii! 
exercise them henceforth as far as Galatz in com- 
plete independence of territorial authority. All 
treaties, agreements, deeds, and decisions relative 
to its rights, privileges, prerogatives, and obliga- 
tions are confirmed. 

Art. 52.—One year before the expiration of the 
term assigned for the duration of the European 
Commission, the Powers snall come to some agree- 
ment on the prolongation of its authority, or as to 
n they may deem necessary to be intro- 

uce 


NAVIGATION OF THE DANUBE. 

Art. 53.—The rules of navigation, of river po- 
lice, ana of supervision between the Iron Gates 
and Galatz shall be framed by the European Com- 
mission, assisted by delegates from the riparian 
States, and brought into harmony with those which 
have been or may be decreed for the course of the 
river below Galatz, 

Art, 54.—The execution of the works for the re- 
moval of the obstacles caused by the iron gates 
and the cataracts to navigation is intrustea to Aus- 
tria-Liengary. ‘Tne-riparian States on this part of 


the river shall afford every facility necessary in 


the mterest of these operations. The directions 
contained in Art. d of the Treaty of Lonaon of 
the 13th of March, 1871, relating to the right to 
coilect a temporary tax tocover the expenses of 
these works, are maintained in favor of Austria- 
Hungary. 

TURKISH REFORM FOR CRITE. 

Art. 55.—The Sublime Porte engages to scruvu- 
lously apply in the Island of Crete the organic law 
of 1868, with such modifications as hall be judged 
equitable. Analogous laws adapted to local re- 
quirements shall be similarly introduced into other 
parts of Turkey in Europe, for which special pro- 
vision has not been made by the present treaty. 
The Sublime Porte shall appoint Special Commuis- 
sions, in which the native element shall be largely 
represented, to elaborate the details of these new 
laws for each province. The proposed laws result- 
ing from their labors shall be submitted to the ex- 
amination of the Sublime Porte, which, before 
promulgating the acts destimed to put the laws in 
farce, will take the sense of the European Com- 
mission appointed for Eastern Koumelia. 

ONLY A PROMISE TO GREECE. 

Art. 66.—In case the agreement relative to rec- 
tification of frontier provided by Protocol 13, be- 
tween the Sublime Porte and the Kifgdom of 
Greece, should not be realized, the Powers declare 
themselves ready to offer their good services to the 
two Powers, Otsoman and Greek. 

WHAT THE PORTE UNDERTAKES. 

Art. 57.—The Sublime Porte having expressed 
its willincness to maintaiu the principle of relig- 
ious hberty, and to give it the widest sphere, the 
contracting parties take cognizance of this spon- 
taneous declaration. In every part of the Ottoman 
Empire difference of religion shall not be heid asa 
reason of exciusion or unfitness in anything that 
relates to the use of civil and politicai rights, ad- 
mission to public employment, offices, and honors, 
and the exerciee of all professions and industries. 
whatever the locality may be. All shail be ad- 
mitted, without distinction or creed, to give evi- 
dence before the triounale. The exercise and open 
profession of ail religions shali be entirely free. 
and no impediment shall be offered either to the 
hierarchical organization of the various religious 
bodies or to their relations with their spiritual 
chiefs: eccicsiastics, pilgmms. and monks of ail 
nationalities traveling im Europe and Asiatic Tur- 
key shall enjoy the same richts, advantages, and 
privileges. The right of official protection is ac- 
corded to the Diplomatic and Consular agents of 
the Powers in Turkey, both with revard to the 
persons above-mentioned, with their religious and 
charitable establishments, and to others in the 
holy places and elsewhere. ‘The rights conceded 
to es are expressly preserved. it being well 
understood that the status quo with respect to the 
noly places shail not be seriously affected in any 
wav. The monks of Mount Athos, whatever their 
nationality, shall be maintained in possession of 
their possessions and previous advantages, and 
shall enjoy without exception full equality of 
rigats and prerogatives.

A MILWAUKEE MURDER TRIAL. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

MiL-wackzs, July 20.—The trial of Russell 
Wheeler, charged with the murder of Theodore: 
B. Henderer on the Auth day of June last, in 
this city, commenced before the criminal side of 
the Municipal Court, Judge Mallory presidiug, 
this morning. The case excites great local tn- 
terest, and will also attract general attention, 
as Wheeler is one of the oldest residents of Mil- 
waukee, and is well known to all tne 
fraternity and circles in Chicago, as well as in 
this city and throughout the Northwest. Heu- 
derer was also a well-known gambier and saloon- 
keeper. ‘The quarrel between them was of sey- 
eral months’ standing, growiug out of sporting 
matters, and the facts ol the killing are in general 
as follows: Ov the morning of the day named. 
June 26, about 7:30 o’clock, Wheeler, who 
had been in attendance at his gambling 
on East Water street all night, where be won a 
considerable sum of money from the players at 
his tables, was going up Wisconsin street, 
towards his home, accompanied by the colored 
man who had the care of his rooms. Their 
gambling party had just broken up, and 
Wheeler, though not intoxicated, was excited 
by drink and the fever of play. Thongh, as be 
bays, it was not his habit to go armed, he had 
in his hip pocket a pistol which he carried 
when on his way home at unusual hours with 
money on his person. At the corner of Wis- 
tonsin street and Broadway Wheeler and his 
attendaut turned south on the latter 
street to go to Marble Hall and get 
a drink before going home. On 
toterinog that place, they ſouud Henderer aud a 
party of bis friends, and they immediately re- 
tired, proeceding farther south to the Newhall 
House saloon, where they asked for the drinks. 
While they were therc, Henderer and his party 
entered, having evidently seen them at Marble 
Hall, and followed them to this place. Hen- 
derer was also under the influence of liquor, 
and began talking to Wheeler about their difli- 
culty in what is alleged to have been an agere- 
vatlug and insulting manoer, and it is aleo 
stated that Henderer pushed against Whecler, 
and followed him up io a threatening manner 
as he backed away. It is admitted that Whecler 
warped Henderer away, telling tim he would 
get hurt” if the provocation or the threaten- 
ing gestures and assault, as is charged, were 
continued. Wheeler backed away the entire 
length of the counter, with bis hand in bis pis- 
tol-pocket. till he was in a corner formed by the 
counter and a Venctian screen waich was be- 
tween the bar and the other portion of the 
room. Wheeler then drew his pistol and shot 
Henderer, who exclaiméd as he fell, I'm done 
tor.“ and immediately expired, haying been 
shot through the heart. Wheeler was not 
interfered with by those around, but went 
directiv to the police headquarters, stated 
what be bad done, and w 


taken into custody. 
On his examination a day Sr two afterward he 
was hela for murder, and the bail fixed at 680, 
000, which he easily procured, and was released 
July 5, since whieh time he has been about the 
streets. Wheeler was mauy years ago a thriy- 
ing business-man of this city, bat acquired gam- 
bling habits, to which be entirely addicted him- 
seif for a number of years, and acquired a com- 
fortable competence. He then went to farm- 
ing, aud rau a cheese factory, by which he 
lost nearly all his property, when returned 
co, his «illicit calling. He 6S years 
old, is a man of personal ap- 
pearance, and has a family. Henderer 
inad been a resident of Milwaukee for seven or 
eight years, and was joinc proprictor with his 
brothers of Ferny Brae, a well-known resort on 
the White-Fish Bay road, two or three miles 
from the city. At tue time of the homicide he 
was fitting up a billiard and drinking saloon in 
the city. He also bad a family. Whecicr is de- 
fended at the triai by John J. Orton and W. II. 
Ebbitts, and is prosecuted by District-Atterney 
Thompson, who will doubtiess have the assist- 
atice on the trial of C. K. Martin, who ts retained 
by the relatives of the deceased. 

Atter the case was called, Judge Mallory ad- 
journed court from the old City-Hall te the 
spaciéus ha of the Circuit Court room lu the 
Court-House. The venire of jurymen was ex- 
hausteu without procuring but three towards 
the jury. Two special venires were then issued, 
but only half enough men were procured when 
court adjourned at 6 o’clock,

@isposal. If customers will remember the 
drift of thie paragraph they will be able to form a 
correct opinion as to whetber their banker will de 
likely to listen to their request for lower figures on 
their offermgs.

The produce markets yesterday were generally 
stronger and higher, a very fair business being 
transacted in nearly all the cereals, and a moder- 
ate trade in provisions. The shipping demand 
wae good, receipts quite fair, and the general situ- 
ation quite satisfactory to the majority of opera- 
tors on Change. Reports from various points in 
the West denoted unsettled weather in some sec- 
tions, and some unfavorable news relative to the 
crops was received, and this affected values favor- 
ably. The stocks of all kinds of grain are com- 
paratively light, and for July delivery wheat, oats, 
rye, and bariey are not especially plenty. 

Dry goods. were quiet. The demand at present 
rarely extends beyond such quantities and such 
articles as are actually needed for the pursuance of 
current trade, and the daily distributions make 
only a moderate aggregate. Groceries were m very 
fair request for the time of year, and prices of 
most lines again ruled firm. Sugars are wm short 
supply, in active demand, and firm. Coffees are 
receiving some attention, and are beld at full 
prices. Rice is scarce and strong. In the butter 
market there was a4 good degree of activity. Ship- 
pers and the local trade bought freely at fully pre- 
vious quotations. Cheese was firm and in good 
demand. Nothing especially new was apparent in 
the market for dried fruits, trade remaining in- 
active, with prices running along as before. There 
was a firm and fairly active fish market at previous 
quotations. Prices of oils, paints, and colors 
were unchanged. Leather was dull. Tobacco met 
with a fair inquiry at previous prices. 

The cargo lumber market was rather slow, 
though about one-third of the offerings were sold, 
two-inch oringing the same prices as at the close 
of last week, while inch was irregular. The yard 
trade continues to improve. Wool was in fair de- 
mand, and steady. The rush is over, and a fair, 
steady trade is now looked for, with few variations 
in prices for some time to come. The broom-corn 
market was dull and unchanged. The demand for 
eceds was again fair, as compared with the offer- 
ings, and a steady feeling existed, the offerings of 
Spot or futures being rather: light. The sales of 
hay were again small, and for the most vart to the 
city buyers, who prefer old to new hay. The 
offerings of green fruits were fair, and prices gen- 
erally easy, in the absence of the usual crowd of 
buyers.

Incidentaliy it was learned that Mr. Miller 
comes back to explain how the defaleation oc- 
curred, and when it took blace,—whether under 
Postmaster McArthur or Valmer’s administra- 
tion. However, it is held by several well known 
attorneys that ander au circumstances the 
bondsmen of the present Postmaster are holden 
for the deficiency, and that those who are at 
fault in the matter are tue Special Post4)ffice 
Agents on duty in this city. It was their duty 
ty examine the cash accounts of all the officers 
in their districts from time to time, and to hold 
each responsible, and inform the Postmaster 
and Department of the facts. It is slieged that 
they have been greatly derelict in their duty, 
and therefore Mr. Palmer 1s innocently made to 
appear short in his accounts without a just 
reason. It is said that Miller had im- 
plicated four other ‘well-known 
Office employes in bis shortcomings. 
Their names were mentioned on the street as 
John W. Gregg, Superintendent of the Money- 
Order Department; Thomas A. Southgate, As- 
sistant Cashier; aud Mr. S. P. Blount. the mes- 
senger. 

A Tinu reporter went in search of 

MR. SOUTHGATE 
last evening, and found that gentleman com- 
fortably enjoying the fresh air in front of his 
home on West Washington street. He has 
been in the money-order office as Assistant 
Cashier for some six bears past. He was very 
candid with the newspaper representative. 

I presume you nave heard the rumor,” said 
the reporter, that it is said that Miller impli- 
cated vou in his defaication?” 

I don’t believe that Ed Miller has done any 
such thing.“ said Mr. Southgate. He is not 
that kind of aman. Besides, my conscience is 
perfectly clear upon that point. Lf such a ru- 
mor is current, or Mr. Miller has made such a 
statement. 1 bope that it will be most thor- 
ougbly investigated. Se far as | am concerned, 
my conscience is clear. i never received or took 
a cent that I did not bonestly earn. I was Mr. 
Miller’s assistant. He ofien came and opened 
up in the morning and left me to run the oflice 
the whole day. inthe evening I made up my 
account, and handed my cash and slip to Mr. 
Grege. It was his duty to see wheth- 
er my cash balance and accounts com- 
pared. So far as balancing the books, I 
never did that. That was Mr. Miller’s 
business. i had no knowledge whatever of his 
transactions, and he certainly could not have 
been short in his accounts any length of time 
without Mr. Gregg's knowiedge.“ 

“You know,” said the reporter, “there ts no 
desire to injure in this matter, but merely to 
quiet a rumor and set you right before the pub- 
lic, and not injure your reputation.“ 

“So far as that is concerned, you can open 
vour valves on me, I am satisfied that I have 
not taken a dishonest cent, and my onscience 
is clear on that point. I cannot betieve that Ed 
Miller has made any euch statement as vou say, 
and that he has implicated me. I believe Ed 
would not lie, and that is my reason fur doubt- 
ing it. So far as I am concerned, I want the 
fullest investigation, and will only beslad to 
have it. 1 feel free and happy upon that 
point.”’ 

MR. 8. F. BLOUNT, 
the Messenger of the Mone! -Order Department, 
was subsequently found. That gentleman sim- 
ply laughed at the reporter's remarks, and was 
surprised that such a rumor coutd have gained 
currency. Mr. Blaunt came into the office after 
Postmaster Palmer was appointed, and only 
worked with Mr. Miller about two months. As 
the defaication rutis back some years, it is im- 
posstble for him to have had any possible con- 
nection with it. Mr. Blount said: It is simply 
absurd, for I could not save taken a cent, even 
if i bad a mind. since my packages 
were turned over to the Cashier, and he 
handed me the collections. Al! have 


to say is, that if such a rumor is afloat, it 18 


simply bosh and the inerest nouscuse. I bad no 
time to become involved into any troubles be- 
tore Mr. Miller left.” 

There is no doubt but that the name of Mr. 
Blount was unjustly connected with the rumor 
that Ea Miller bad implicated bim. 

Last evening a Rino reporter called on 

POSTMASTER PALMER, 

with a view of obtaining from him what licht 
the Department was willing to throw on the 
affair, Tne repertorial mission was a fruitless 
one. The Postmaster explained that the of- 
ficials were still at work On the case, and that, if 
anv revelations were mude at this juncture, the 
ends of justice would be defeated, aud 
the results the Department honed to gain would 
not be achieved. | The reporter pleaded that 
public -uriosity was aroused over the matter; a 
crime had been cothmitted, the Post-Office De- 
partment bad been robbea of some $15,000, and 
there was an intense desire that all facts as far 
as ascertained should be divulged. Mr. Palmer, 
having been for man vears in the editorial 
chair, knew how it wus himself, and was kindly 
obdurate to ail appeals for information. Any 
expose made now would flush the game, and 
the labors of the Special Agents would prove 
abortive. 

From another source the reporter learned 
that the defaication had teen dally carried on 
the books by Miller for upwards of four years. 
The detection of bis crime was due to

He was in the habit of frequently going upon 
midnight sprees. In one of his drunken revels 
one night be started out to visit a member of 
the demi-monde, He raided a racket at the 
wrong place, and was arrested for disorderly 
conduct, and spent half the next day at the 
armory. On the facts beeoining known to the 
Postmaster, Miller’s discharge was at once de- 
termined on. A Ddlancing of bis books at once 
followed, and the defalcation came to light. It 
appears that over four years ago he perpetrated 
his first theft. A batch of money orders which 
was presented for payment by oue of the banks 
was charged up as having been paid, when in 
fact be had ooly retelved them for examination 
and comparison with advices, and for which he 
nad simply given a receipt, The next day he 
paid them out of the returns that Sday. This 
daily robbing of Peter to pay Pani was sys- 
temutically kept up until the date of his dis- 
missal. 

As was before remarked, Miller was a man of 
more or less intemperate habits. He was a 
connoisseur of wines, and thoroughly knew the 
differcnce between the vartous brands of cham- 
vague. Daily libations of, Sparkling Moselle 
and the vintages of Kheims will soon exhaust a 
moderate salary, and, if persevered in, some- 
body else’s money will meyitably be used to 
settle the bills. These wine-bibbling excursions 
were participated in by many of the prominent 
clerks in the Post-Office, and also by political 
friends, whom he was iu the babit of meeting, 
and who doubtless were promptly on 
band, kpowing that . there would 
no @iminution of =the ruby flow. 
After Miller's detection he concluded it was ad- 
visable to takt a change of air.

Is Freedom Killing Off the Negroes? 
H. F. Redfield in Cincinnati Commercial. 

Some time ago Congress ordered a census of 
the District of Columbia to be taken with great 
particularity. A brief biography of each inhab- 
itant is required, where born, bow old, oceupa- 
tion, color, etc. The work is nearly completed, 
and will show a population of pearly 176.000 
an increase of about 45,000 since 1870. At that 
time the population was 131,700, of whom 91,567 
were white and 40,138 colored. The incrvage 
since then is mainly among the whites. Te 
blacks are not getting along very well. If it 
dépended upon them alone to multiply and re- 
pleuish the earth there would be plenty of room 
for many ages yet to come. In fact, at the rate 
they are progressing backward it would be all 
room”? and no population at the end of a few 
centuries. The negro question promises to solve 
itself in death. The increase in this District of 
about 45,000 im eight years is mainly amoung thie 
whites. Among the blacks here, the births do 
not keep pave with the deaths. A tide from 
the country only keeps up the equilibrinm. 
Tue mortuary report for the month of May is a 
startling exhibit. Deaths, 374. Tims shows a 
death-rate among whites, 19 per 1, 000 per annum, 
and among blacks, 49 per 1,000 per anuum! 
That is, the biacks of the district are going ino 
the grave two and a half times as fast as the 
whites. Of births, there were 350, and of these 
249 were white and only 110 black. About the 
same condition of things ts found in Nashville, 
Chattanooga, Memphis, Vicksburg, Charleston, 
Columbia, and Richmond, aud every Southern 
city the mortuary reports of which 
have fallen under my notice.

Another cause, but which could have cut only an 
insigpificant part had it not been for this Gage 
matter, was the complications growing out of what 
now turns out to have been thé unwise lease of tne 
New Chicago Theatre,—a speculation which has 
cost him $35,000. He had paid the heavy rent of 
this building straight ahead up to last fall, when 
there arose a conflict as to who was che Trustee for 
the Kingsbury estate, to which the buildin 
belongs. Pending this conflict he was direc 
to pay to neither claimant, Having the money on 
hand, and not wishing to have it he idle, he used 
itin the payment of other debts. Finally, when 
the Court had settled as to the Trusteeship, he went 
to Mr. Le Moyne, the Trustee, and stated that he 
was not able at tnat time to pay the full amount. 
but would vay kim two months rent on the lat of 
January, and pay along after that as he was able. 
On the Ist he paid three months’ rent instead 
of two, and kept on paying regularly 
until the Ist ay, when ne 
saw Mr. Le Moyne and told him that he would pay 
for one month then, but doubted whether he could 
pay anything more until September, except some- 
thing came in to him from the use of the building, 
in which case he would turn over whatever he took 
in. At this Mr. Le Moyne seemed to be dissatis- 
fied. and insisted on the letter of the bond. Mr. 
MeVicker went to New York, and during his ad- 
sence, and quite recently, Mr. Le Mone put a 
custodian in the theatre. Hearing of this, Mr. Me-

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THE COUNTY BOARD. 
THE REGULAR WEEKLY M&ETING 
of the County Board was held yesterday afternoon, 
all of the members present except Mr. Mever. 

A communication was read from Architect Egan 
calling attention to the fact that he had prepared 
plans for the corridors to connect the county and 
city portions of the Court-House, and recommend- 
ing that the contract for the work be let at an early 
day. Referred. 

A communication was read from the County 
Treasurer stating that the Recorder had paid over 
$1,500. the amount he had elaimed for extra 
pay. As a supplement to the report a communica- 
tion was read ftom the Recorder reviewing the 
financial status of his office for the past eighteen 
montas, and asking the Board to make him an al- 
lowance of $1. 000 per year extra for attending 
to the abstract work, the same amount having been 
allowed his predecessor. 

Mr. Wheeler spoke to the communication, and 
moyed that the action of the Board of Jan. 2, 
1877, taxing the extra“ allowance of $1,000 
per year from the Recorder, be rescinded. 

Mr. Ayars moved that the whole matter de re- 
ferred tothe Judiciary Committee with instrac- 
tions to confer with the County Attorney on tLe 
sudject, but the motion failed of a second. 

Mr. Conly moved that the matter be referred to 
the Committee on Records, and after some dispute 
the motion was jost. 

The motion to rescind was then carried, and the 
extra ’’ allowance of $1,000 per year to the Re- 
corder was allowed by the following vote:

TRYING TO FORM ANOTHER POOL. 
Mr. J. N. McCullough, Vice-President of the 
Penasylvania Company, as Chairman of the 
Western Executive Committee has called a 
meeting of the General Managers and General 
Freight Agents of all the roads west of Buffalo 
and Pittsburg, to be held at the Grand Pacific 
Hotel in this city to-morrow. The object ofthe 
meeting is understood to be for the purpose of 
trying to bring about the formation of another 
East-bound pooling arrangement. It is agreed 
that a bool only will prevent the disastrous com- 
petition which during the last few months has 
forced rates down to such unprecedentediy low 
figures. The causes which burst the old pool and 
prevented the re-enactment of another thus 
are believed to exist no It was the 
anderbilt interest so tar that been wo 
against the formation of another pool, but it 
understood that all the steps taken against the 
formation of a by some of Vanderbilt’s 
managers were dove on their own hook and 
without authority from their chief, Mr. W. H. 
Vanderbilt, who, it is said, is fayormg such an 
arrangement, and has given a hint to his man- 
agers which, it is believed, will overcome their 
0 tion. If this report is correct, there 
cap de but little doubt that another 
pooling arrangement will be made at 
this meeting, the Pennsylvania and 
other roads have always favored such a one. 
The greatest obstacie in the way of a new pool 
will probably be the difficulty to bring about an 
amicable adjustment between Vanderbilt and 
the Grand Trunk as regards the percen of 
East-bound business to be given to the latter 
road. It is said that Vanderbilt is willing to 
allow the Grand Trunk & portion of the Boston, 
but none of the New York business. As the 
latter has as good a connection via the Erie as 
any other Canada road, it is not willing to ac- . 
cede to Vanderbilt’s proposition, and in this 
it will probably be backed by the Erie and Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroads. If another pool is formed 
Its success will depend in a great measure on 
what kind of a man is appointed Commissioner. 
Mr. Robert Harris is prominentiy mention- 
ed for the position, and it may safely 
be said that a better man could hardly be select- 
ed. Mr. Harris is peculiarly fitted for such a 
position, and he would commend the authority 
and respect which is essential to make a pool of 
this kind a success. There need be no fear of 
discrimination with Mr. Harris at the helm. 
Still there are some who say that Mr. Harris 
will not accept the position, and that Mr. Van- 
derbilt means to give him a more important 
place before long. It is rumored that there has 
been some row in the Vanderbilt camp lately, 
mostly in regard to the Lake Shore complica- 
tion, and it wouid not be at ail surprising if 
some changes of management on Vanderbilt's 
roads will soon take place. 
—— — 
ADVANCE IN EAST-BOUND RATES. 
After numberless efforts, the General Freight 
Agents of the roads leading East from this city 
succeeded vesterday afternoon in advancing the 
East-bound freight rates. Several meetings 
have lately been held for this purpose, but in 
every instance the attempt to advance rates had 
to be given up, owing to the opposition to such 
a step by the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern. 
The General Manager of the Lake Shore takes 
the ground that tne railroads ought to compcte 
with the vessels during the summer, and for this 
reason he did not think tke time for an advance 
had come. At te meeting yesterday afternoon 
the representative of the Lake Shore was more 
tractable, though an effort was made on his 
to delay an advance. After a heated de- 
te and much crimination and recrimination, 
it was agreed to advance the rates on fourth- 
class to 25 cents per 100 pounds from Chicago 
to New York. he old rate was 18 cents per

malt, miil feed, green hides, and boxed meat. 
Fourth-elass is to include highwines. The new 
rate will go into effect at once.

NORTHERN PACIFIC RAILROAD. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribuna 

St. Pau, Minu., July 8.— The State of Min- 
nesota is fast becoming a great State, and it is 
with pride that its people repeat the words of 
William H. Seward in 1860, when he said that 
the centre of population some day would be 
near this city. This State had not a mile of 
railroad then: now it has 2,500 miles in opera- 
tion. One of its most important roads is the 
Northern Pacific Railroad, now in operation 
about 500 miles, from Duleth to Bismarck, 
with a branch from Brainard to St. Paul. The 
writer has just made a trip over this line, and 
finds an excellent road, well managed. I was 
informed that about 2,500,000 bushels of wheat 
would be raised this vear on the line of tue 
road; that Cass County, Dakota, alone would 
produce 1,000,000 bushels. 1 was also in- 


formed by Mr. James B. Power, of 
the Northern Pacific Railroad, that 90.000 
acres of land had been brokeu 


this year, and a large quantity of land will be 
broken next year. Forty-two steamers are run- 
ning to Fort Benton from Bismarck; aiso, a 
stage-line to the Black Hills. Gen. Rosser is to 
start next Monday, with sume capitalists, to ex- 
amine the lands between the Missouri River and 
Fort Keogh, about 224 miles. President Wright 
is making strenuous efforts to complete this line 
to Fort Keogh as soon as possible. The si- 
dent of the Northern Pacific Railroad Company 
has been in this State for several weeks, and 
will to-day start lor Philadelpbia, via Duluth 
and the lakes. As soon as he arrives East he 
wili at once commence negotiations for the 
completion of tins branch from Bismarek to 
Miles City, or Fort Keogh, Montana. Weill-in- 
formed parties say that 100,000 tous of merchan- 
dize are annualiv sent to Montana. 


ANOTHER RECEIVER IN JAIL
